Mr. Hawuond’s Efforts to Get the Claim Paid- 
The Electric Light Iuvestigation—The Dakota 
pebate~The Status of the Silver Ques- 
tion in the House—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—-[ Special. ] 
Mr. Hammond's bill to prevent the claim of 
war taxes under the act of August Sth, 1861, 
which le cailed up in the house today, indi- 
yectly a; plies to the Trezevant claim by the 
provisioa that such taxes shall uot be constru- 
edasaset off against states having claims 
against (he geperal government. Mr. bBarks- 
dale, ci Mississippi, made a speech in favor of 
the bill, and Mr. Hepburn opposed it. Its fur- 
ther consideration wil] be resumed tomorrow, 
if the private calendar is laid aside. If the 
regular order of business is taken, the bill will 
not come upagain before next Tuesday, when 
Mr. Hanwnond will make an argument in sup- 
port ef it. The minority report from the judi- 
ciary com mittee against the bill is signed by 
only four of its fifteen members, 
viz: Messrs. Hepburn of lowa, Carswell of 
Wiscensin, Ranney of Massachusetts, and 
Parker ef New York. The minority report 
takes extreme ground on the right to collect 
the lawd tax, and enters into a labored argu: 
ment to sustain it. It even contends that the 
general covernment has the right to seise the 
state es) itol, or any other property of the state, 
to secure the payment of this tax. The ma- 
jority rej ort holds that this tax was upon laud, 
and not «pon the state, and the discussion will 
involve some fine pointsof states’ rights. The 
amendmcat which is proposed by the minority 
of the committee is to refund all taxes collect- 
ed under the act of 1561. This would involve 
the pas ment of seventeen millions from the 
national treasury to the northern — states 
as the condition of paying any claims which 
the stat«s that did not pay land tax may hold 
against the government. It is hardly possible 
that the minority report will be adopted by 
the house. 

MR..BLAND’S RESOLUTION. 

The vote on Mr. Bland’s resolution in the 
house yesterday could not be looked upon. as a 
test of the strength of silver. There is no 
doubt that the silver men have a pretty good 
majority as matters now stand, but the vote 
on the resolution did not involve the question 
of the suspension of coinage. Many republi- 
cans who are anti-silver men voted with Bland 
because the resolution was in the nature of an 
attack upon the administration. For the same 
reason «a number of silver democrats voted 
with Mr. Hewitt. vet if is 
very probable that the majerity 
of eighty. by which the Bland resolution was 
adopted. is not much above the actual majority 
which the silver men can command in the 
house on a square test. 

HARRISON ON VEST. 

Senator Harrison, of Indiana, in advocating 
the admission of Dakota today, was «uite se 
vere in! ‘s allusion to Senators Vest, of Mis- 
souri. and Butler of South Carolina. The Da- 
kota papers containing scurrillous abuse o! 
both of these senators are circulated in Wash- 
ingtonerery day, The wild western politi- 
cians are trying to bully their way into the 
union. Itis said that the chief concord on 
this que tion ls among the carpet baggers, who 
hope to grab the offices of the prospective 
State. 

THE TELEPHONE SCANDAL. 

The telephone scandal now bids fair to be a 
bvemen:ng to-the friends of the Bell company, 
who h:ive been so clamorous for the investiga- 
tion of the use of Pan Electr: stock. The 
Washiugton Critic, this afternoon, expresses 
ihe opiiion of many members of congress in 
saying 

lhere is a daily growing impression that it would 
not be a bad idea to extend the Jscope of the com 
mittee which will investigate the Pan Electric 
matter, so as to include the great Bell monopoly. 
it would not be a bad idea to have a public inspec 
tion of the Bell company’s books, nor to make that 
organization give an account of its expenditures, 
especiaily within the six months or six weeks past.

DEBATING DAKOTA 


Senator Harrison Twitted by Senators But- 
lerand Morgan. 

WasutnxGron, February 4.—In the senate 
Mr. Can eron called up the bill providing for 
the appointment of anassistant secretary of 
the navy. Theamendment suggested by the 
naval committee requires that the assistaut 
should come from civil life. 

Mr. t:umb hoped that some {explanation 
would le given of the need of such an ofticer, 
and the ueed of such haste in taking up the 
bill at this time, it having but recently been 
reported. 

The écbate on this bill at once 
litical iurn, and it lasted until two 
‘The pa:ticipants were Messrs. Hoar, Butler, 
Camero::, Ingalls, Hale, Plumb, Hawley, 
Beck, Ailison, VanWyck, Blackburn, Cockrell 
and Legan. The main feature of the debate 
was an attack upon the present head of the 
mavy d«partment by the republicans, on ac- 
count of his action in the matter of John 
Rtoach's contracts anda defense by the demo- 
cratic sevators. Finally Mr. Cameron urged 
an imuiediate vote on the bill. but Mr. Logan 
opposed this, and at two o'clock the matter 
went over, 

THE CONSCIENCE FUND, 

The chairman laid before the senate a letter 
from the secretary of the treasury in reply to 
the recent resolution of the senate relating to 
the conscience fund. The term “conscience 
fund,” the secretary says, had its origin in the 
popular belief that the donations of money re- 
ceived from persons unknown. were because 
of money wrongfully withheld from the gov- 
erpment. The first item to the crelit of the 
fund was made in 1827, and the fund now 
amounts to. $220,747. 

Among the memorials presented and appro- 
priately referred, was one by Mr. Sewell. con- 
sisting of a concurrent resolution of the legis- 
lation ot New Jersey, protesting against the 
wranting by congress of any right to build a 
bridge trom the shores of New Jersey to those 
of Staten Island, New York, and asserting the 
dottrine of states right in denial of the power 
of cougress to grant such authority. Several 
pehition.s were presented from organiza- 
tions cf the Knights of Labor, urging congress 
to open up to settlement the territory of Okla- 
joma.

THE DAKOTA BILL. 
The Dakota bill was then placed before the 


senate and Mr. Harrison tusk the floor. Taking 


upsertatim the objections made to the admis- 
sion of Dakota, Mr. Harrison proceeded to show. 
us he contended either their inapplicability to 
the case under debate, or their inherent fal- 
jacy. He insisted that the real animus of the 
objections was that another presidential elec- 
dion should pass before the people of Dakota 
were to be permitted to participate in such 
election. 

Mr. Morgan said the senator from Indiana, 
(Harison) who was evidently a candidate for 
the presidency, might not have a chance at 
the votes of Dakota, for Mr. Morgan did not 
ahink he would ripen in four years. 

Mr. Harrison — that if he ever should 
be a candidate, although he would not be at 
all sure but that he wight justly claim 
the electoral vote of Alabama, he never

would expect to have it counted for him. Mr. 
Harrison defended the persons who had been 
prominent in the Dakota proceeding, from. at- 
tacks made on them by the senatorial oppo- 
nents of admission. 

Messrs. Butler and Morgan frequently inter- 

poeed with comment and inquiries as to Har- 
rison’s points and the debate occasionally be- 
came Warm. 
? On Mr. Butler’s stating in one instance that 
Mr. Harrison did not understand the point at 
the moment in controversy, Mr. Bhorgan re- 
marked, “Oh, he does not want to understand 
it. let him go along.” 

Mr. Harrison iusisted that Morgan and But- 
ler had set up a man of straw and hustled him 
all around the senate chamber, and asthe de- 
hate proceeded and Mr. Harrison read papers 
contradicting those read ou the othe® side, to 
show the feeling prevalent in Dakota with re- 
gard to the question of admission, one senator 
created something of a sensation by quoting 
King Henry’s exclamation, “Oh Lord, how 
thig@ferid is given to lying!” [This brought 
down the floor as weil as the galleries. | 

Other passages at arms took place between 
senators participating in the debate. For ex- 
ausple, When Mr. Harrison wanted to know 
how Butler would have entitled the new con- 
stitution of Dakota, if not “the constitution of 
the state of Dakota,”’ he propounded the in- 
quiry: “Would the senator have begun it with 
the words, ‘by the grace of God and the sena- 
tor from South Carolinay’” [Laughter.| 

To which Mr. Butler replied: “No, I should 
Lave Simply said, ‘by the grace of the senator 
from Indiana.’’’ {Renewed laughter. ' 

Mr. Harrison spoke at some length in further 
waintenance of the points originally made by 
him in favor of the committee's bill. 

Mr. Butler obtained the floor to reply to Mr. 
Harrison, but Mr. Call asked him to give way 
for an executive session. 

This Mr. Butler was willing to do. 

Mr. Harrison wished some agreement ar- 
rived at as to the*time when the senate should 
come to a vote on the bill. 

Mr. Beck said that in Mr. Vest's absence, he 

Beck, would not be willing to consent that 
the time be fixed. 

Mr. Harrison understood trom 
league that Vest might not be in 
for a week yet. 

Considerable confusion arose as to the course 
to be pursued, the republicans showing un- 
willingness to go into executive session with- 
Gut an agreement as to the vote. Without 
further action on the bill, at 1.50 p. m., on mo- 
tion of Mr. Edmunds, the senate adjourned.

Mr. Hammond's Trezevant Claims Bill.— 
American Shipping. 
WASHINGTON, February 4.—After the read- 
ing of the journal, which consumed more than 
half an hour, the speaker proceeded to the call 


of committees for reports, but no measures of 


public importance were submitted. 

In the morning hour Mr. Culbertson, of 
Texas, on bebalf of the committee on judicia- 
rv, called up the bill dividing the castern ju- 
dicial district of Arkansas into two districts, 
to be known as the castern and western dis- 
tricts of the eastern district of Ark«aasas, 
Passed. 

Mr. Hianimo: ] ot Gicorgia, on behalf of the 
same committee, called up the bill to prevent 
the claim of war taxes under the act of August 
Sth.

THE TELEPHONE SCANDAL. 
A Congressional Committee Investigating 
the Matter. 


WastINGTon, February 1.—The house 
comiuittee onexpenditures in the department 
of justice today agreed on a resolution calling 
upon the secretary of the treasury and the in- 
terior, and the attorney general for informa- 
tion as to the amount of money, ifany, which 
had been expended by the government in the 
telephone cases recently before the interior 
department. Chairman Gibson said that the 
Hanback resolution limited the scope of in- 
vestigation to the expenditures of the govern- 
ment, and while the committee did not want 
to shirk any responsibility, it had no authori- 
ty to open up the telephone controversy. Ie 
said that as one member of the committee he 
did not think it should be made a court of 
appeals to decide whether Secretary [Lamar’s 
decision was correct or not.

The Correspondents Squelch a Man 


Denied What he Had Said. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The senate 
committee on public lands today gave a hear- 
ing, at their request, tothe mewspaper corres- 
pondents who last week telegraphed to their 
papers interviews with Surveyor General De- 
ment, of Utah, which interview Dement. at his 
recent examination of this committee, repudia- 
ted, and the statements contained in which he 
declared to be without foundation. 

J, A. Corwyu and G. G. Bain, correspsndents 
respectively of the Chicago Times and New 
York World, testified that they separately had 
long, confidential interviews with 
Dement, and that every  wiateri- 
al statement in their dispatches 
was made upon Dement’s authority. Among 
them were statements to the effect that sena- 
tors and members of congress had been bribed 
by the Mormons, and that high federal ofticials 
were implicated in extensive land frauds. Mr. 
Bain took notes trom Dement’s dictation, a 
portion ef which, covering in %general terms 
the allegations of the large land frauds, he 
was authorized to publish as coming from De- 
ment. The remainder he was to publish, but 
was not-to attribute to Dement. 

’. P. Powers and T. ©. Crawford. chief cor- 
respondents respectively of the Chicago Times 
and New York World, correborated the state- 
ments of Corwyn and Bain, so far as the inci- 
dents before and after the interview coming 
within their knowledge were concerned, 

Jules Guthredge, correspondent -tH--the 
Chicago Daily News, testified to an interview 
with Dement subsequent to the publication of 
the others, during which Dement had repudi- 
atcd the published interviews. The impression 
left on Guthredge’s mind was that Demen! 
was chiefly anxious about the matter because 
it impemilled his confirmation by the senate. 

William FE. Curtis, correspondent of the Chi- 
‘ago Inter-Vcean, tald the committee that be 
had received the material for his article upon 
the subject fron*#Corwyu, who had told him, 
moreover, that the prominent western senaver

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TOBACCO CLASSIFICATION. 


the New York Collector of 
Customs. 


WASHINGTON, February 4.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Fairchild has written te the collector 
of customs at New York in regard to the class- 
ification of leaf tebaceo, as it is understood 
that the practice at that port is not in strict 
‘conformity with the department’s ruling of 
May 1, In#4. The collector is instructed as 
follows in regard to the classification of such 
tubacco : 

The different bales and packages which, as ad 
mitted by all parties, contains two, different kinds 
or qualities of tobacco of the wrapper class, shoul: 
he broken up and each different 
cuantity of each class separated for the pt 
pore Of classification, so that the portion consisting 
of the ‘‘wrapper'’ class, of which cighty-five pe 
cent is of the requisite size and fineness for wrap- 
pers, and of which more than one hundred leaves 
are required to weigh a pound, 
should be subjected to a ‘uty 
of seventy-five cents per pound; and the other por- 
tiop, which docs not come up tothat standard, 
should be subject to a duty of thirty-five cents pe 
,ound. The collector is further instructed to re- 
quire at least one bale in ten of every invoice wbe 
thoroughly examined, and if the tobacco subject 
to two different rates of duty be found 
therein, to ascertain the «quantity of each 
by inspection, if possible, and if not 
then by an actual assorting of ‘“‘hands."’ The pro 
porticn of each sort so ascertained is to determine 
the proportionate parts of the whole invoice fo! 
the purpose of classification. In case the import. 
ers obiect to the opening and actual examination 
of such representative bales,the collector is author 
ized to assume that the whole quantity contats 
wrapper leaf tobacco of the class paying the 
highest rate of duty. 


SILVER IN THE CABINET

the Consideration of Bland’s Silver Resolu- 
tion 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The cabinet 
necting today was attended by all the mem- 
Lers except Secretary Lamar, who is not in 
good health. The principal topic of discussion 
was the action of the house of representatives 
vesterday in adopting Bland’s resolution call- 
ing on the secretary of the treasury for infor- 
mation in regard to his past and future policy 
on the silver question. Thepropriety and the 
expediency of disclosing the future policy of 
the administration on this question was con- 
sidcred at length. It is understood that the 
conclusion reached was that the secretary 
could best reply to that part of the resolution 
bv reference to the views expressed by the 
president in his message to congregs, and by 
the secretary of the treasury in his annual re- 
port on the subject, with an explanatory state- 
ment that their sentiments in regard to silver 
romain unchanged.

A BOY SHOT DOWN OWN 


HOME 


He Accuses a Neighbor's Son of the Perpetration 
of the Deed and <Has Him Arrested - The 
Prisoner Declares that He was at Home 
the Whole Time Hard-at Study.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 4.—{Special.] 
A sensational shooting’occurred here tonight,in 
which David Walsh, an eight year old boy is 
charged*with fatatly woundingJohnfThornton, 
aged nine. Thornton says he was standing near 
the grate in the house occupied by his father, 
om State street. David Walsh stepped into 
the door with a pistol 1» his hand, and re- 
marked: 

“I’ve got you bow, you rascal, John.” 

He then deliberately fired upon -him, and 
turning ran outthe cdoomand to the house on 
the lot adjoining. ®Th “nistol or gun with 
which the shootipg was done was charged 
with shot, some ol which  pen- 
etrated Thornton’s upper lip, another buried 
itselfin his forehead, and two eutered his 
body just above the pit of the stomach, in ad- 
dition to which his thumb and two tingers of 
his right hand were so broken and lacerated 
that amputation was necessary. Thornton is 
in a critical condition, Stephen Thornton, 
father of the boys, was notified of the condi- 
tion of his son, and immediately after having 
sccured surgical attention for the@ittle fellow, 
procured the arrest of his alieged assailant? 
David Waish, father of the boy under arrest, 
says that at the time of the 
sheoting he and his son 
were at home sitting at the grate together. 
‘The boy was studying his lesson, and had not 
been out of the room for hours. He is positive 
that Thornton has made some mistake, or there 
isu mystery connectcd with the affair. David 
is beld over under bond until the matter is 
investigated by the grand jury, which will 
probably be done tomorrow. There appears to 
be no witnesses to the affair except the parties

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<LEARING THE PRISONS 


A Remarkable Case Before the Tennessee 
Supreme Court. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 4.—[Special.] 
(in the 15th day of January an important bill 
was liled in thechancery court, affecting the 
duration ofimprisonment of a large number of 
conviets at the state penitentiary. The bill 
was in possession of the chancery court but a 
fkW minutes, was not argued before the chan 
cellor. nor even considered by Shim. but was 
cairied through that court as a_ simple 
matter of legal form to ret 
it to the supreme court. The 
direct objects of the bill is to secure “good 
time” for one George Bingham, under the act 
of Iss5. This is believed by counsel to refer 
notenly tothetime the prisoner has been 
cobfined since the act, but also to the time 
that he has previously served. The officers o 
tne penitentiary, in their pleadings, claim 
that the act of 1885 does. not go into effect 
until after the expiration of the present lease. 
The same questions of law are involved in this 
and the Johnson which was recently 
tricd at length betore Judge Reed, of the cir- 
cult court. Not only will a decision 
favorable to the prayel of this 
bill he of interest to Bingham, 
and Jolinson, but toalarge number of con- 
viets. <A favorable decision would, it is esti- 
mated, effect the release of betwecn 200 and 
(convicts pow at the penitentiary. One of 
the clauses in the act says, that the provisions 
oi the act shall not be carried out unless agreed 
to in writing by the lessees and oflficers. This 
is held by the counsel who filed the Bingham 
hill, to be unconstitutional, as it practically 
suspended legislation for the benefit ofa very 
fev

A PELVPLORABLE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


The Grand Jury of Newberry. ss. C., on 
Existing Evils. 

NEWRERRY, S. ©., February 4 Special 
The report of the grand jury just made to the 
circenit judge, discloses a deplorable state of 
aflairs at our county poor house. It states 
that the inmates have insuflicient bedding and 
clothing, and that the feet of twoof the pau 
pers are so badly frost bitten that their toes 
seem dead and ready to drop off.

The Details ofthe Murder of Crawford ty 
the Mexicans. is 

Trcson, Februgry 4.—The Star, in refer- 
ence to the recent killing of Captain Crawford 
by Mexican troops, says that it can be shown 
to thesatisfaction of any congressional com- 
mittee that trade had been constantly kept 
up by the Mexicans with the hostile Apaches, 
While every obstacle had been put in the path 
of the Ameriean commands sent into Mexico 
in pursuit of the renegades. Wherever it was 
possible the officers were arrested and thrown 
into prison. Among those who were thus in 
carcerated were Lieutenant McDonald, of the 
Fourth cavalry. and Lieutenant Elliott, of the 
Tenth cavalry. They were kept under guard 
until the approach of large ferees ef American 
troops frightened the Mexicans into liberating 
them. From the most reliable information 
there is not the least doubt that the killing of 
(aptain Crawford was premeditated murder. 

IT WAS AN ACCIDENT. 

W asHINGTON, February 4.—It is believed at 
the war department that the killing of Captain 
Crawford by the Mexican troops was the result 
of an accident, and that the Mexicans fired on 
his command under the impression that they 
were hostiles. The statement that the United 
States troops had stock in their possession at 
the time of the attack which had been stolen 
in the vicinity is explained by Lieutenant 
Mause’s repoyt that they had just captured it 
from hostile Indians.

Hamilton Journal: The recent disaster to 
the Florida orange crop eugh to teach a lesson 
to the farmers of Georgia, as it must to the 
fruit growers of our sister state. That lesson 
is not to put too much reliance upon one crop. 
Speciahsts are well enough in some of the 
trades and professions, but that farmer, to use 
the idea of another, is not alive and up to the 
pessibilities of his calling who fails to farm so 
that he may utilize every ray of sunshine and 
every crop of rain fall, throughout the four 
seasons of the year. To do this mayseem and 
perhaps is impossible, but is nearer possible 
bere than on almostany other part of the globe, 
and that farmers will obtain the best results ulti 
mately who come nearest to this ideal of 
perfection in farming. He who risks every- 
thing on a single crop, like the gambler who 
stakes his all upon the turn of a card, invites 
disaster. It is susceptfble of demonstation 
that the Jabor required to haul corn and oats 
from a distant market is suflicient, properly 
directed, to cultivate the land ordinarily nec- 
essary to grow the amount of corn and oats 
bauled, yet, despite this, thousands of dollars 
go to the northwest annually to purchase these 
items of farm economy. Hardly ever have 
we known more than half acrop of cotton to 
be made, and but few farmersdo we know 
who do not plant enough of corn and oats to 
do them, if the seasons hit,but the seasons seem 
never to hit, as the drain uponthe country 
for money for western corn, bacon and even 
hay is unceasing. It may be more or less, bu’ 
in the aggregate it is always enormous. In 
this. lies the lack of thrift so observable 
throughout this section. Let us call a halt. 
No man works harder and gets less than the 
average farmer of this section. Some there 
are wi o prosper, but the large majority find 
themselves but little if any better at harvest 
than they were at seed time, after a year’s 
hard living and hard labor, there is profit 
in eight cents cotton it igs only to the farmer 
who grows corp, wheat, oats, peas, 
sugar cane and other crops to make a good liy- 
ing should his cotton fail entirely.

THE STORY OF A COTTON TRADER 
DURING THE WAR. 


Arrest, Charged With Being a Federal: Spy, 


| ? 
* Her Sudden Release—The Fourfold Kind- 


ar 
ness With Which 6he Returned a Favor 
. Now Living in Wealth and Ease. 
From the Pi ladelphia Times 


In the sring of 1804 1 was assigned to duty 
as assistant adjutant general of the military 
district of -———, confederate states army. 
For the purposes of this narrative it is uunec- 
essary to Ox the identity of this district or to 
describe it geographically, further than to say 
that it tr uted westward on the Mississippi 
river. 

There were certain blockade runners around 
with |i enses obtained from the war depari- 
ment at Richmond, over whose movements we 
nad no control, who flitted to and fro through 
ihe lines, and who seemed to be, as far as we 
could gather, a8 muchat home with the fed- 
eral authorities as with our own. With these 
our relations were briefand formal. ‘lo ex- 
amine their credentials, usually full and satis- 
factory, to viser their passports and to bid them 

vil good-bye, was generally about al! that 
passed between us. There was another class of 


cotton dealers, however, the speculators and 
traders buying on their own hook, whom we 
were appointed especially to look after and 


whose illicit traffic we were ordered to destroy 
atall hazards. Ido not remember that we 
felt any compunctions about handling these 
vontrs 

frenchmen, Germans, Englishmen, they a’- 
cepted their discomfiture in various ways ani 


clegrees, according to temperament. Some 
were cool and nonchalant, viewing the untow- 


ard result from the 
ihe gam)ler. 

Our headquarters were established at a harn- 
let which I shall call Freedom, though not-so 
denominated on the map. Our life had grown 

irksome with its monotonous round of picket 
duty, scouting and watching for contraband 
eotten, varied by an occasional brush with 
some lonely tinclad gunboat surprised at an- 
«hor in the river, or with small bodies of fed- 
«eral cavalry, continually passing to and fro 
along the country roads. It was October. 
What with Gettysburg and Atlanta things had 
not zone well for our side that summer of 1561. 

It was growing dark and I was just prepar- 
ing to go to my quarters when a corporal en 
tered, eecompauied by a woman. A glance 
was sufficient to inform me that she was an in- 

voluntary visitor. I offered her a chair and 
learned that she had been captured some dis- 
jance buck of Red Post (a river town o! con- 
siderable importance, garrisoned by a 
heavy force of federal  , troops) un- 
de! circumstances which seemed _ to 
justify the suspicion that she was a spy. She 
was apparently thirty years of age, with in- 
significant features and a somewhat sun-burnat 
face, recleemed by a pair of bright, iniuisitive 
eyes: in figure, under-sized, but round and 
plump and with small hands and feet. Her 
raiment was costly and in showy contrast to 
the simp!e calicoes worn by our confederate

ladies. Not being of the Jenkins tribe, 
nor even ordinarily versed in 
the nysteries of millinery, I cannot 
cescribe her costume, beyond that she wore a 


jong black silk garment of the cloak kind, 
which reached almost to her feet. This gar- 
ment was splashed with mud from top to bot- 
tom ani gave to its wearer a most pitiful look. 
The woman seemed to be alive to the awk- 
warduess of her situation, but she was a cool 


hand and met every question as to her 
movements and planus with cour- 
age and promptness. She gave her 


name as Mrs. Eugene Verdure, a widow, a na- 
tive of a large southern city, but now a resi- 
dent of Ked Post, where she kept a boarding 
house. In answer tothe inquiry as to what 
she was doing so far from Red Post and inside 
the conte derate lines, her reply came prompt- 
ly: “I had been out on Greenbrier creek to 
visit the plantation of some friends, and was 
on my way home.” 
THOUGHT HER A SPY ALL THE SAME. 

However, we were persuaded that her story 
was an invention, that her presence in our 
lines was the result of a purpose,and that pur- 
pose was notofa social character as regarded 
herself, nor of a benevolent nature concerning 

purselvees. Iconducted her tothe office of 
my commander and having made my report 
Jeft her with him. In a few moments she was 
broveht back with the instructions: “Detain 
itis wonan till tomorrow morning: after 
which, send her to division headquarters in 
charge of a staff officer, with all the papers in 
her case. Direct the quartermaster to furnish 
necesary -transportation.” 

i reflected a moment. It was eusy to say, 

‘Detain this woman until tomorrow,” but how 
was | to doit? The house occupied as head- 
«juarters was of the cottage build, so common 
in the south—a porch in front, a hall through 
dhe middie, a couple of rooms tandem-wise on 
each side of the hall and another porch at the 
back. The general had one-half the house for 
his use. The other half wasused asthe ad- 
jutant general’s officqpand as the sleeping 
apartments of an aide-de-cam)), one 
or two clerks and an orderly. I did 
not bLelung to the headquarters’ mess, but 
was a member of one composed of the post 
commissary and other officers having its 
rendezvous at the village hotel, where I also 
had aroom. I finally said to the woman: 
*“‘Macam, I am ordered to detain you a prison- 
wr ti'l temorrow and then send you under es- 
cort to division headquarters.” She was nota 
lady, that was evident, but she was a woman, 
and 1 was conscious of an instinctive aversion 
forthe task assigned me. She looked me 
«cooly in the face and said: “This is a very 
unjust proceeding. I have been guilty 
of nothing that should subject me to such 
treatrvent.” “I cannot discuss that with 
you,’ was my reply. “If you are to remain 
here you must either sit up all night by the 
fire or seek what repose you can on blankets 
on the tloor.” She was dead game, no doubt, 
but at such a dismal prospect her countenance 
fell. “lam an unfortunate woman and craelly 
misjudged, and I am wet, and cold, and hun- 
wry. Surely you are a gentleman and will 
have some compassion on me. 

Seizing my hat I went to the hote! and stated 
the case totthe landlady, arough, old woman. 
but honest and kindly. “Bring ber here. I'll 
see what can be done.” I went back to my 
office and my prisoner, and told her that I had 
found suitable quarters for her at the hotel. 

Nexi morning she went quietly away in an 
ambulance to division headquarters accompa- 
nied by a staff officer. 

THE WOMAN’S TURN. 

In a few days she returned in the same man- 
ner she went, and looked on with undisguised 
pleasure and some malice, as I opened and read 
a letter trom the division commander to the et- 
fect\at there was not sufficient evidence 
ugainst Mre, Verdure to detain her as a Spy; 
she was to be allowed to return to Red Post at 
once, but with the understanding that if she 
was caught again within our lines she would 
be dealt with severely. [ read it through care- 
fully and then said: “You are free to go home. 
When do you wish to start.” 

“Right now,” she replied, emphatically. In 
au few moments the carriage was at the door— 
her own, by the way, the same in which she 
was captured—and I took her to it. Before 
vetting in she turned to me and said, with the 
ouly’ touch of genuine feeling I had observed 
in her whole conduct: “Good- bye, major. I 
shall n«' forget your kindness to me. Stranger 
things | ave happened than that it should be in 
my power to serve you. If you knew what I 


kuiow you would think it very probable. Ke- 
member what I say. Good-bye. 
Of course her words made no impression 


upon me If I ever gave them a second 
thought, which is doubtful, it was only to 
Smile at the improbability of any event hap- 
pening by which Mrs. Verdure could be use- 
ful to me. Twas not of an age to peer far into 
Zhe future, 
A TURN IN AFFAIRS. 

Thirgs resumed their usual course aud were 
hneventfal tor the next few weeks. Sudden- 
ly one raw Nevember morning, a courier dash- 
ed into Freedom with the startling intelli- 


Zence that a heavy force of federal 
cavalry had driven in the pickets 
on a certain and were advanc- 


ing. The officer im command of the regiment 


a 


“clue 


which covered that road sent word that he 
would contest every inch of ground, bit that 
his force was wholiy inadequate to give battle 
aud begged for reinforcements. He was one 
of cur most gallaut colonels, a man of daunt- 
less Courage and gréat intelligence, and we 
knew would never ask for help if he did not 
need it. Beforeany plan of action could be 
decided upon, another courier rode in at great 
specd to announce a similar advance upon an- 
other road, Ina very short time intelligence 
reached us of like movements at all points, 
and then we knew that a general raid of fed- 
eral troops was being made upon the district. 
I remained at Freedom al! day with my 
general receiving and sending dis- 
patches. At nightfall the encwy entered the 
village on a]] the roads, front and rear. I was 
standing in the street by the side ef :my horse 
and hearing the grinding sound of horses’ feet 
behind me, turned, and by the light of a lamp 
streaming from a window,saw the shoulder 
straps of a federal officer. I sprung mto my 
saddle, spurred my horse and set off at full 
speed. It wastoo late. A volley soom brought 
my horse down and I rolled off him. In an- 
othey instant I was a prisoner, The capture 
and surprise of the place was thorough and 
complete. I give the yankees credit for that. 
EXPERIENCES OF A PRISONER. 

The federal force remained at Freedom two or 
three days. The confederate prisoners were 
kept under close guard, but were otherwise 
kindly treated. Just why our captors remain- 
cd so long at Freedom was not apparent at the 
time. Subsequent events furnished us the 

an mystery and more than an inkling 
as to meaning of Mrs. Verdure’s move- 
ments in connection with it. Mounted ona 
sorry steed and placed between two troopers 


I set off at the head of the column of 
prisoners, and afte: a weary 
tram» yeached the town of Red Lost. 
Thoughts of escape from capture constantly 


flitted through the brain, and bad an opportu- 
would doubtless 


uity presented itself there 
have been more than one attempt. But our 
gnards were wary and vigilant. The night 


was drawing on as we entered the yard of what 
appeared to be alarge jail. It was a gloomy- 
looking place and [ felt a shudder creep over 
me. We were ordered to dismountand answer 
the roll call. That ceremony coneluded the 
provost marsbal was about to march us into 
the prison when an officer, whom I recognized 
as belonging to the staff of the federal general, 
whispered into his ear. 
LINES IN PLEASANT PLACES. 

The provost marshal bowed and said: ‘Major 
Robinson will step to the front.” Having 
done so I was approached hy the staff officer, 
who saluted me with great courtesy and said: 
“T am directed by the general to invite you to 
accept the hospitality of his house during your 
stay at Red Post. (©f course you will give 
your verbal parole to make no attempt at es- 
cape.” I leoked at him in astonishment, and 
finally said: “Jam muck obliged to the gen- 
eral for his politeness, but it seems hardly the 
thing—’’ 

“Oh! my dear fellow,” 

iow don’t decline the invitation. The gener- 
al is very hospitably inclined and would be 
happy to entertain the whole confederate par- 
ty, but his house is really not big enough. You 
will find things much more comtortable over 
there than here, I assure vou.” 

(ot that there could be no doubt. After a mo- 
ment I said: “Would yon object to allowing a 
friend, a brother staff officer to accompany 
me?’ 

“Not at all.” I gave the name of Major H - 
who bad been my messmate for years, and wlio 
was how my companion in misfortune, and in a 
moment we three were enroute to the general's 
house. I fully believed that the general in his 
invitation was actuated by the sole desire to 
talk to me about military matters and to en- 
deavor to draw from me important information 
concerning confederate plans. For that rea- 
son I had asked that Major H——- be allowed 
to go. I had no wish to bealone with the 
general. A short walk brought us to the door 
of a pretty cottage. As weentered the hall 
we were received by a richly dressed lady, 
who burst into laughter, and extending both 
hands to me, exclaimed: 

“Have you forgotten me?" 

It was my quondam prisonerat Freedom, the 
so-called spy, Mrs. Verdure! 

I was speechless with surprise. The staff 
otticer had remarked on our way from the 
prison that I would meet friends in Red Post, 
but I had no suspicion of his meaning. What 
with perplexity at finding myself a guest of 
the little woman and my fatigue after the long 
tide and the intense cold (it was Novemberand 
we had been despoiled of our overcoats), I must 
have looked forlorn enough. 

ENTERTAINED RIGHT ROYALLY. 

My hostess seemed to appreciate my embar- 
rassment, and at once summoned a servant, an 
aristocratic looking old darkey who answered 


he laughingly replied, 


to the name of “Madison,” and directed him 
to show the gentlemen to their room, adding: 


“Dinner ison the table and will be served as 
soon as you have made your teilet.”’ 

Making one’s “toilet” had an absurd sound to 
the earsof a man who was clad in a well worn, 
dingy suit of confederate gray, the origina! 
color of which was lost ina coating of mud, 
and whodid not at the moment possess a single 
other article of clothing. Nevertheless we fol- 
lowed our guide into a bed room of moderate 
size, with luxurious appointments, a large 
French bed, rosewood bureau and armoir and 
all other appurtevances in keeping 

The dinner passed off pleasantly. The table 
was spread in bounteous fashion, andthere was 
plenty.of good claret and champagne. The 
company consisted of the federal general, who 
had Jed the raid which resulted in my capture, 
his aide-de-camp, another general officer, our 
hostess‘and ourselves, Major H ———and I plied 
our knives and forks with deligence, but took 
little part in the conversation. They talked 
on indifferent subjects at first, but as the wine 
began to circulate the two generals launched 
into a discussion of military matters, and final- 
lv intosharp criticisms of the plans of their 
superiors, spiced with racy anecdote and pun- 


gent satire. My comrade and I retired early 
to bed. and were soon oblivious of our dismal! 
fate. 


A week before Mrs. Verdure stood before me 
a prisoner, charged with an odious crime, and 
I bad stretched my authority to shield her in 
part from the consequences. Now [ was the 
prisoner an@ a recipient of her hospitality, for 
I could not doubt that to her intercession was 
due my escape from spending the night in 
prison. She was evidently a person of in- 
fluence at federa! headquarters, and my curi- 
osity was piqued to know by what means it 
was acquired and upon what foundation it 
rested. 

I was not kept long in suspense. From her 
own bps came the “round, unvarnished tale,”’ 
and such information as [ was enabled to glean 
after the war was over only served to confirm 
the truth of it. We were alone in her parlor. 
Arrayed in fashionable clothes, with lace at 
her throat and around her wrists, diamonds 
pendant from her cars and gleaming upon her 
fingers, her hair coiffered in what seemed the 
latest mcde, her feet encased in enibroidered 
slippers, her form half reclining in a roomy 
rocking chair, she certainly presented a sharp 
contrast to herself as she appeared at the con- 
federate camp a short time before. She began 
by rallying me upon my low spirits, and drift- 
ing into a discussion of the war betrayed much 
bitterness towards the southern people, partic- 
ularly certain officers in the confederate arniy, 
and notably these who were more or less cuou- 
nected with ber recent capture, 

“Of course,” she said, “I knew all about the 
federal movements, and I made (ienera] ~-— 

romise before he left Red P ost to treat you 
kindly if you fell into his hands, as! felt you 
must do.” After a while she added: “I expect 
you would like to know what I was doing in- 
side the lines that day I was ¢aptured “and 
brought to F reedom’” Well, | don’t mind tell- 
ing you. The war is pretty nearly 
over, the confederacy will soon collapse. and 
you are likely to stay in prison until the 
end, so there will be no harm done. Re- 
sides, I have accomplished my purpose.” She 
paused awhile, as if debating whether it 
would be safe to take me into ber contidenee, 
but her desire to make a display of her shrewd- 
ness in outwitting the confederates catried the 
day. It wasamusing to watch the exhibition 
of feminine triumph that pervaded her feat- 
ures as she recounted her adventares. 

It would be too long to tell her whule story. 
The main points were these: 

A COTTON SPECULATOR. 

“She was a bold, skilful cotton speculator, 

operating tosome extent for her own ac- 


count, but more largely as the agentof others. 
Through her relations with the federal] gen- 
eral she was thoroughly and acturately inform- 
ed of every military movement and its de- 
tails, and knew exactly when and where to 
act, so that it ‘would do the most good.’ She 
had gradually acquired wealth, but its acqui- 
sition had only scrved to stimulate her to 
greater effort. It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say that she bad a finger in every scheme 
having for its objeet illicit trade in cot- 
ton in that region. It will be remembered 
that both the federal and the confederate gov- 
ernments endeavored to suppress this traffic, 
though for very different reasons, and it was 
necessary for parties engaged in it to move 
with the utmost seerecy and celerity. In such 
a woman as Mgrs. Verdure, cool, self-possessed, 
intelligent and energetic, these darjng~‘iree 
traders’ found an admirable igstrument. 
Through her large lots of cetion had been 
secured at different, points within the confed- 
erate lines adjacent to Red Post and were 
stored in warehonses, m plantation ginhouses 
and in lonely, unfrequented forest depths. 

“Well, when the tidings reached Ked Post of 
my capture by the confederate pickets the ex- 
citement was intense. Some of my friends 
were, no doubt, uot sorry that I was out ofthe 
way. But in other quarters there was genuine 
concern felt for my safety. Had one hair of 
my head been harmed it would have gone 
hard with the «oufedcrate olticers who had the 
misfortune to fall into the hands of our 
troops.”’ Here a slight color mantled her cheeks 
and witha conscious smile she went on: 

“You see I am a person of consequence here. 
At last I was released from imprisonment, as 
you remember, and reached home in safety. 
Everybody scemed eager to hear about my ad- 


ventures in Dixie, but I have not indulged 
their mg pne~ * for obvious reasons. I did 
however, late the whole story to Gen- 
era! “dwelling especially upon your 


promise from him to 
you in the event of your 


courtesy, and exacted a 
take good care of 
capture. 

MORE ABOUT THE COTTON, 

“Just behind the federal cavalry in this late 
raid went a large wagon train. While the 
troops lingered at-freedom we had all the 
time neededto load up and haul the cotton 
into Red Post. In fact. from some points the 
wagons made severa! trips.” 

“Did you manage to secure all your cotton’”’ 

“Well, there was a little of it captured and 
burned by some bands of confederate troopers, 
who bad marched tothe rear of the federal! 
forces, but not enough to ery about.” 

“You promised totell me how you guarded 
against fraud on the part of your associates in 
the matter of dividing the spoils?” 

“I'll tell you how. Most of them are so sit- 
uated that they dare not avow their connection 
with the business. These voluntarily put thei: 
cotton in my name. The others consert to do 
the same in order to secure protection. It is 
shipped from Red Post in my name, sold for 
my account and the proceeds placed in bank 
to my credit. So vou perceive that they are 
dependent upon my good faith, not I upon 
theirs. Nota stiver of the money do they get 
until Mrs. Verdure pays herself. 

At nightfall we joined our comrades on 
board «a United States transport lying at the 


wharf, our paroles expiring as we crossed the 
gang-pilank, and were soon on our way to a 
large centraldepot for prisoners. As I took 
leave of my hostess, she said: 

“Now, haven't i kept my word?” 

“Yes, vou bave, most undoubtedly. What- 
ever attention I wasenabled to show you at 
l'reedom has been amply requited, We are 
quits.”’ 


I have seen Mrs, Vendure but twice since. 
Once, not many years after the war, 1 was 
standing in the corridor of « fashionable hotel, 
when she passed on the arm ofthe federal gen- 
eral who had captured me and with whom I 
had dined the night of my visit to Red Post. 
Turning tothe clerk I said: “Do you know 
those people’”’ 

“Oh! yes, they are stopping here-—-Genera| 
, formerly of the union army, and his 
wife. Nota pretty woman, but awfuliy smart, 
they say, and she brought him a heap of 
money—a rich widow, I believe.” 

A few vears later 1 encountered the inter- 
esting pair on the streets of a large city. They 
looked wealthy, idle and luxurious. Crows’ 
feet were gathering about the fine eyes of mad-

ennui. They live abroad now, chiefly in a gay

An impulsive correspondent, who writes 


us an anonymous letter, protests with some 


degree of bitterness against THE CoNSTITU-

down, perhaps, as a radical, which I am 
not.’’ Asa matter of fact, it should make 
no difference to our correspondent what 
THE ConsTITUTION thinks of his politics.

The Iron and Steel association of Pennsvl- 
vania congratulates its members upon the 
fact that southern-made irons are no longer 
formidable competitors of the Pennsylvania 
article. ‘‘The reason for this is that the 
rates of freight have been raised on southern 
roads to an extent that keeps the southern 
product in its natural market, and the trank 
lines have so far advanced treights that the 
Ohio irons and those from the southwest are 
not coming into competition with those of 
Pennsylvania.’’ We take this very inter- 
esting information from a dispatch made up 
in Philadelphia Strom advices recently re- 
ceived by the Iron and Steel association. It 
undoubtedly sets forth the situation, as the 
iron makers of l’ennsylvania desire it to be, 
and as they have contrived to have it be- 
come. 

The east controls nearly every railroad 
line in the south. Perhaps it would be 
nearer the mark to say eastern men control 
every line; for the lines they do not own can 
be controlled by southern lines that they do 
own. Southern railroads cannot, therefore, 
be depended upon in a contest between 
southern irons and eastern irons. The form- 
er might be protected at times, and war 
stimulated, but no manufacturer could tell 
when the policy would be changed. 

There must in short be found water trans- 
portation for the irons of the three states 
whose interests are identical in several 
respects. The opening of the Tennessee river 
to Chattanooga and to Knoxville will furn- 
ish an outlet for Georgia and Tennessee 
irons; and the opening of the Warrior and 
Coosa rivers would supplement the splendid 
work at Muscle Shoals, and enable the iron- 
masters of the threestates to demand reason- 
able rates at the hands ot the railroad compa- 
nies. They could demand such rates now, 
but the chances of securing them would not 
be what they would be when we have open 
water routes to the Mississippi valley and 
the gulf. ' 

These water routes are indispensable to 
the prosperity of this section, and the repre- 
sentatives of the three states should combine 
their energies and influence to procure large 
and immediate appropriations for the im- 
provement of the Tennessee, Coosa and War- 
rior rivers. ‘The two Alabama rivers should 
be opened as speedily as possible—the War- 
rior to the ore beds and coal fields of the 
Warrior basin, and the Coosa to Rome. The 
navigation of the Tennessee will soon be 
open to Knoxville.

He now lives 
in seclusion and peacein an humble cabin house, 
where be can look up towards the northwest, and 
sEe in the distance those blue 
hills among which he spent 
‘oO many years in bold deflance of laws which he 
cousided restrictive of a freeman’s liberty to an ex- 
tent that should notbeborne. Totake his corn and 
convert it into that exhilerating beverage known 
as mountain dew was, in ..s opinion, the natura! 
and inalienable right of every American citizen. 
Any law to the contrary was, in his estimation 
not only unconstitutional, but not to be submitted 
to by those who knew the value of true liberty. 
It was this view of the subject that made Redmon! 
the outlaw and the desperado for which he became 
noted far aud wide. He could not see why a man 

might not do as he chose with his own.

In a recent talk with this notorious moon«<hiner 
much was learned of his romanticand peri!-crowd- 
ed career. He was born within a half dozen miles 
of where the city of Atlanta now stands in the 
year 184, and is, therefore, & young Man yet. -oou 
after the war he went to the mountains of western 
North Carolina and began the precarious business 
of an illicit distiller. Many features of his charac- 
ter soon rendered him a conspicuous figure among 
the members of this strange, sequestered craft, who, 
like Redmond, had ther own views of liberty, and 
became dwellers among the picturesque glens an: 
rugged crags where the sparkling and fiery dew 
drop is bern. His boldness, quickness of move- 
ment, native shrewdness and withal a frankness 
and kindness of heart, surprising to find in 
one thustengaged,’early won the confidencepof those 
about him and fully prepared them for becoming 
his faithful confede rates which they afterwards 
were. Ensconeced in the deep recesses of the 
mountains, surrounded as he was by friends andl 
Vigilant sentinels, he for years manufactured that 
coutrabapd beverage .which gladdems the heart 
of the pountaineer and sends his blood surging 
throvgb his veins, while rare exhilcration tingle~ 
along his excited nerves. He manufactured 
regularly in great quantities, and steadily spirited 
much of it away- beyond his = Sshelte: 
ing fastnesses and distributed it among 
the thirsty cotton planters and gay 
festive villagers of upper South Carolina His alert 
and wel) drilled sentries, occupying elevations in 
the distance and points in the valleys far below, 
kept their tireless watch for the raiding revenue 
cficers, and when danger was apparent it was aii- 
nounced by the hunter’s horn, echoingin mellow 
tones among the peaks and crags by night, and the 
graceful curling of distant smoke signals by day. 
With many narrow escapes, dangerous adventures 
and hardships, borne witha heroism worthy of 
any cause, these operations went on for years with 
profit to the moonshiner, 
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In 1570 Redmond removed from his secluded fast- 
nesses and far up on the Tennessee river, in Swaine 
county, N. ©., built bin a home of logs. 
afterwards, having about him at his new home 
none of his faithful retainers, he was overtaken in 
the mountains by a posse of revenue officers, 
ordered to surre pder, resisted until shot down with 
a dozen wounds; was taken to Asheville for iin- 
prisopment, and fearing rescue of him by his con- 
federates was removed to Greenville, S. C.; tried 
for iilicit distilling, selling and removing, and was 
sent to Albany for a term of four years. Being 
pardoned, he now lives a lifeof quietude and peace 
in the backwoods of upper South Carolina.

A Meeting of the Committee at The Constitution 
Office Yesterday and the Road Fully Dis- 
cussed—The Demand for It Absolutely 
Imperative Meet Again Today, 


The committe: on the Georgia Midland road 
met yesterday «i «leven o'clock at THE Uonsri- 
TUTION office, (xptain English in the chair. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin introduced Mr, Bla- 
lock, of Fayette c unty, Who subscribed one 
thousand dol!ars to the fund, and stated that 

Fayette county would add ten thousand dol- 


lars. 

Mr. H. T. Inman made,some inquiry as to 
the disposition of Atlanta's subscription list-. 
He did not believe that the stock should be 
sacrificed or gobbled up. With three thousand 
dollars « mile subscribed it was easy to build 
the road upon the very best terms and for a 
low price. He would take the subscription 
papers himself and guarantee to put the road 
there promptly and cheaply. 

Colonel K. l’. Maddox broke in: “I will take 
half of the contract with. you, and we cin 
build the road so that the stock will be gool 
when it is finished.” 

Mr. Inman—‘I am willing to give One thou- 
sand dollars to see the road built, but Lam not 
willing to throw away any more. If the stock 
can be carefully guarded the money can be 
raised without any trouble.” 

Mr. Grady said he agreed with Mr Ozles- 
by’s motion atthe Tuesday night’s meeting. 
‘That there ought to be a board of trustees se- 
lected by the Atlanta stockholders to take 
charge of all the subscriptions, and to see that 
the rights of snbscribers out of Atlanta were 
protected. The high character ofthe geutle- 
men Incharge in Columbus was assurance to 
those who knew them that every precaution 
would taken to protect 
all imterest, but men when asked _ to 
subscribe wanted to know exactly how their 
stock would be protected. Put the subsecrip- 
tions in charge of a board of trustees, com- 
posed of such men as Messrs. Inman, Maddox, 
Adair, Chamberlin, Oglesby, Haas and Eng- 
lish, and every Atlantian would feel that his 
subscription would not be turned over until 
all of his rights and the rights of the city were 
protected.

THE SECOND ELIJAH. 


The Singular Death of Ashcroft Surrounded 


By His Dogs. 

RENO, Neb., February 4.—One week ago last 
Supday the body of a man, frozen stiff, was 
found, a short distance north of North Platte, 
in a miserable hut of sod, branches of trees, 
and stones, with a rudely<thatched roof. The 
roof was surrounded and jealously guarded by 
at least fifteen dogs. Seven of them had to be 
shot before the party of discovery could ap- 
proach. Another unusually large wolf dog, 
with a noble head, strong limbs, and a coat 
almost jet black, lay close beside 
his «dead master. A hungry _ glare 
in bis eyes showed that he had been several 
days.without food, and he evinced unmistak- 
able signs of grief. When one of the party 
attempted to cross the threshold of the hut, 
the wolf dog made a fierce charge at him. It 
was thought a pity to kill so splendid an ani- 
mal, and an effort was made to lasso him. A 
lariat was thrown over his head and shoulders 
and he was captured, but he showed such a 
fierce disposition that he was finally shot. 

Some doubt at first existed as to the identity 
of the dead man, but a coroner’s jury estab- 
lished it as that of Josiah Ashcroft, a mad ra- 
cluse. The faithful dogs found holding vigil 
over his corpse were his family of dogs. Siace 
the discovery of the remains interesting par- 
ticulars of Ashcroft’s strange career have be:n 
developed, He was fifty-seven years ol.l. 
Many yeamBago he came from Enuglandas a 
Mormon convert. He went with the apostle 
of that faith direct to Salt Ltke, where he re- 
sided until the memorable Mountain Mealow 
massacree. Ashcroft, with a few others retus- 
edto take a hand in that series of san- 
guinary deeds. They knew their fate wassure 
death atthe bands of the destroving angzels, if 
they remained in Mormondom without obay- 
ing the bloody mandate, and they fled. Ash- 
croft, accompanied by asingle comrade, pro- 
cecded eastward, over mountains and across 
prairies, on foot, with many hair breadth 
escapes from Indians, and, at times, pursued 
by the Danites, until they reached Council 
Bluffs, lo. There Ashcroft remained several 
years. While there he attended a Methodist 
revival meeting, and became “enlightened,”’ 
and he “enlightened” a Mormon elder. _Brig- 
ham Young got wind of this revolhtionary 
work of his former proselyte, and sent two 
Mormon elders east to investigate the matter. 
At least, Ashcroft suddenly received an iati- 
mation to that effect, and fear of the avengers 
preyed upon his mind to such an extent that 
he lived for months in a barn, emerging only 
at night to prow! for victuals. As he slept on 
the hay it was revealed to him that he was to 
be a second Elijab. 

With this prophetic hallucination tirmly fix- 
ei in his mind he emerged from his hiding 
place in the barn, convinced that he was the 
ward of a heaven given protection. Shortly 
afterwards he shook the dust of Council Bluffs 
from jiis feet, and from that time until two 
years ago he was a wanderer. He went from 
place to place, remaining as long as the veople 
would tolerate him, and subsisting on such fuod 
as he could beg or pick up. 

Two years ago Ashcroft arrived in North 
Platte. Following him atthe time were half 
a dozen dogs. He seemed greatly attached to 
them, and they reciprocated his good treat- 
ment by remaining closely at his heels. After 
drifting about town for a few weeks, he went 
a short distance north and constructed the 
uncouth hut where his dead body was discov- 
ered. His family of dogs increased until, on 
his semi-occasional trips to town, a troop of 
nearly a score would be at his heels. 
The most of the time he had, all told, about 
thirty dogs of various sizes, breeds and ages. 
He left the young pups and their mothers in 
the hut, but the others were his constant com- 
panions in all his rambles. Occasionally he 
would sell one, but reluctance always marked 
the trade, and he never would part with one 
of ihem except toa person who in some way 
had shown him or the dogs a kindness. 

Ashcroft lived mainly by what was given 
bim by the townspeople, although he worked 
some, and generally had a little money. He 
ted his dogs with meat obtained at a neigh- 
boring slaughter houge. He wore cast off 
clothing, people, as a rule, being very kind to 
him in this respect. On some subjects Ashcroft 
seemed rational enough, but, get him started 
on the Bible, or his heaven-given mission, and 
his vagaries knew no bounds. He claimed 
that he would never die in the flesh; that he 
was the second Elijah, sent by God to 
deliver bis people, and that he would 
one day reign as a king on earth, butthat his 
time was not yet come. He could quote 
scripture by the hour, and would talk on his 
demented hobby as long as he could find lis: 
teners. When found he had sixty-five doll irs 
in United States currency on his person, ana 
forty dollars in British gold and silver coin. 
scme of very old dates; thelatter were wWranp- 
ed in tobacco bags and tied with innumerdpdie 
strings. Indeed, Ashcroft seemed to be muile 
ofstrings and rags, his dress from head to 
foot being a perfect crazy-patch. altho igh 
hanging on pegs around the hut were Several 
fairly good suits of clothes. 
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AMERICAN CARDINALATES. 


Catholics Awaiting the Decision of the Pr >p- 
aganda with Curiosity. 

NEW York, February 4.—The report that 
two cardinals will sson be created for this 
country, based on an extract from a private 
letter from Rome published ina morning pa- 
per, was widely discussed today among the 
Catholic clergy of this city. Rumors on tlie 
subject have been rife ever since the death of 
the late Cardinal McCloskey. All conjectures 
pointed to Archbishop Gibbons, . of 
Baltimore, because of his positioa 
as primate of the church in the United 
States, and as vicar apostolic in the late plen- 
ary council. During the recent visitof the 
American bishops to Rome, Archbishop Gibbons 
became so greata favorite with the pope, that 
the latter sent him soon afterward a life sized 
oil painting of himself. There has been little, 
if any, doubt in the minds of the Cotholic cler- 
gy of this city ever since, that the archbishop 
of Baltimore would be the second American 
bishop who would receive the scarlet hat. 

Very Rev. Father Murphy, 8. J., rector of 
the St. Francis Xavier’s church, said tod ty: 

“It is difficult for any one to say anything 
at all approaching reliability on this subject. 
Secrets of the propaganda in matters of this 
kind do not leak out so easily. In the present 
case there is every reason to believe that we 
will soon have another cardinal in this country. 
Once the precedent was established, it is likely 
to be followed up. 

“If the choice should fall upon Boston,’ he 
continued, “it will be a well merited recogni- 
tion, both of the man and of his archdiocese. 
Archbishop Williams is a man of great ability, 
wonderful vigor, strong executive power, and 
thoroughly progressive. The Catholic church, 
under his administration, has flourished there 
toa remarkable degree, surpassing, I might 
say, apy other section. Catholics in that s2c- 
tion are noted for their steadfastness, loyalty 
and devotion.” 

“What about New York?” 

“If this archdiocese should be selected no 
one could feel any astonishment. This is the 
largest Catholic see in the world. What is 
Paris or Vienna beside it in that respect? 
Moreover, I say emphatically, why not give 
the large cities like Boston, New York and 
Chicago, a show? Sometime ago it-was ru- 
mored that the cardinal’s hat would goto Arch- 
bishop Feehan, of Chicago. That would have 
been alsoa merited recognition.”

Eut the Six Men Who Know the Result Refase to 
Say a Word on the Subject—A General Ides 
that the Dector Was Not Cleared—A 
Reporter Refused Information.

Frem the bishop the reporter went to the 
court. Three members were found in a room 
tegether at the Markham house. They were 
Mr. Hunter, Mr. Lucas and Mr. Pond. Mr. 
Strong had gone home. Mr. Reese was spend- 
ing the night at the home of his daughter. 
Mr.Pond was lying across the bed. Mr. Lucas was 
seated in a rocker, and Mr. Hunter was walk- 
ing upand down the room. ‘They stated that 
they were bound under the eanon law not to 
reveal the contents of the sealed package that 
had been handed to the bishop. 

“It seems easy to say whether he was found 
guilty or not guilty,” said the reporter.

It is understood that three members of the 
court were for conviction and two for acquit- 
tal, and that the decision was a compromise. 
It is believed by men in position to judge of 
the case that there has been a decision against 
the dector. There was no evidence to con- 
vict him of avy wrong doing 
in Longworth strect, but the 
doctor admitted that he drank beer ina public 
hotel. Itis believed that on his admissions 
the court has adjudged him guilty of violating 
his ordination vows: 

First—In drinking beer in a public place. 

Second—In visiting houses of bad repute, 
although on a laudable mission. 

And that he thus failed to be a suitable ex- 
ample for his flock. 

What the penalty will be no one knows. 
That is with the bishop. It is hoped that the 
real status of the case may be given to the 
public in tomorrow’s CONSTITUTION. Every 
word of the oral and written testimony, with 
the arguments of counsel, is ready for the 
piinter, if it is decided to print a report of the 
trial.

FLEEING FROM WATER. 


Town Flooded With Bacx- 


water. 


BELLEVILLE, Ont., February 4.—Owing to 
the cold weather of the past three days, the 
mouth of the Moira river has beenalmast com- 
pletely stopped with ice, and in conseyuence 
the water is now eight feetabove the ordinary 
level. Every cellar in the principal business 
portion of the town has been submerged. The 
back yards and premises in the rear of the stores 
on the west side of Front street are also iuun- 
dated. In another district half a mile square 
every building, excepting half a dozen, has its 
lower floor covered with from six inches to 
four feet of water, and most of the houses have 
been vacated. Many mannufactories and 
other business establishments of all 
kinds have suspended operations. Numerous 
families are huddled together in upper 
storics of houses, and are suflering intensely 
from the cold, the mercury having fallen be- 
low zero. The waterin the river is steadily 
rising, and itis feared the whole of Front 
street will become submerged, and the busi- 
ness of the city brought to a standstill. Noth- 
ing can prevent this catastrophe but a consid- 
erable rise in the temperature. Over one hun- 
dred families have already been rendered 
homeless, and sixty-nine of these are depen- 
dent upon public charity.

HAZEN’S SCHEME. 


Weather and Temperature For 
Everybody. 

That much abused gentleman, W. EB. Hazen, 
brigadier and brevet major general, chief sig- 
nal officer, U.S. A.. has a scheme on foot by 
which e verybody can get weather and temper- 
ature signals for a small outl: ty of cash. 

Just at present the people in this neck of 
ihe woods are ready to run whenever they sce 
the cold wave flag floating from the tep of the 
custom house. 

Hazen says that. he has furnished, when 
possible, the indications, at 1 a. m. daily, of 
ihe temperature and weather for the ensuing 
thirty-two hours to many railroads, postmas- 
ters, and others in such form that they could 
be readily converted into signals. Insufticien- 
cy of appropriations has, however, greatly 
«crippled efforts in this direction, and has pre- 
vented his office from furnishing the necessary 
signal flags to indicate probable weather con- 
ditions. There being no funds at his disposi- 
tiou for furnishing flage, different firms have 
offered to furnish the set of six for from $155 to 
$15.
